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EDITORIAL 


"  War  Is  Hell "

'S  a  climax  to  a  year's  ceaseless 
efforts  to  maintain  peace  in  the 
world,  the  spokesmen  for  Great  Britain 
declared  war  against  Germany.  A  few- 
days  later  the  l^nion  of  South  Africa,  as 
a  member  of  the  British  Commonwealth 
of  Nations,  joined  with  the  Mother  Coun- 
try in  this  declaration  of  war. 

General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  of  the  United 
States  of  America  said,  "^  War  is  Hell," 
and  so  it  is  ;  it  necessitates  changing  our 
peaceful  pursuits  and  altering  our  plans 
for  the  future.  War  sometimes  is  inevit- 
able and  when  such  times  come  we  must 
co-c)perate  the  best  we  can  to  bring  it  to 
a  hasty  and  righteous  conclusion. 

As  we  go  to  press  there  appears  to  be 
some  dissention  of  opinion  as  to  the 
advisability  of  the  action  of  the  Union 
Government  in  the  steps  which  they  have 
taken.  Whatever  our  personal  opinion 
may  be,  we  trust  that  our  members  and 
friends  will  remain  calm  and  orderly  and 
keep  in  mind  that  no  good  can  be  accom- 
plished by  rioting  and  mob  violence.  Re- 
call to  mind  the  words  of  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain :  "  Britain  is  not  at  war  with  the 
German   People  ! 

Our  twelfth  "  Article  of  Faith  "  asserts 
that  "  We  believe  in  being  subject  to 
kings,  presidents,  rulers  and  magistrates; 
in  obeying,  honouring  and  sustaining  the 
law. ' '  Let  us  see  wha;t  good  citizens  :\ve: 
can  be,  and  live  our  religion  as,  best  \Ve 
know  how.  Compliance-^ith  tfte  teach- 
ings of  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ,  is  the  best 
life  insurance  we  can  obtain.  Let  us  not 
lose  faith  in  the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 
Even  though  conditions  sometimes  cause 


us  to  feel  Christianity  Is  a  failure  we  must 
continue  to  do  our  part. 

In  a  recent  address  President  J.  Reuben 
Clark  in  speaking  on  "  The  Home,"  re- 
ferred to  the  birth,  mission  and  resurrec- 
tion of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ,  in  the  following  words:  "  Herald- 
ed centuries  before  His  birth  as  the 
'  Prince  of  Peace,'  heavenly  angels  an- 
nounced His  coming,  saying  :  '  Glory  to 
God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace; 
goodwill  toward  men  !  '  (Luke  2  :  14). 
Modern  man  sometimes  vainly  thinks 
that  Jesus'  inission  was  to  wipe  out  war; 
and  scoffers  have  cried  that  since  war 
still  curses  the  earth,  Christ's  mission  has 
failed  and  Christianit}-  is  a  blight.  Yet 
Christ,  Himself,  sent  forth  His  Twelve, 
saying :  '  Think  not  that  I  am  come  to 
send  peace  on  earth — I  came  not  to  send 
peace,  but  a  sword.'  (Matt.   10!:  34.) 

Christ  did  proclaim  a  peace — the  peace 
of  everlasting  righteousness,  which  is  the 
eternal  and  mortal  enemy  of  sin.  Be- 
tween righteousness  and  sin,  in  whatever 
form,  there  can  only  be  unceasing  war; 
whether  in  one  man,  among  people,  or 
between  nations  in  armed  conflict.  This 
war  is  the  sword  of  Christ;  whatever  its 
form,  this  war  cannot  end  until  sin  is 
crushed  and  Christ  brings  all  flesh  under 
His  dominion.        Righteousness  is  peace

accumulated  wealth. 


For  behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my  glory 
— to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man — Moses  1    :  39. 

At  the  first  organization  in  heaven  we 
Avere  all  present  and  saw  the  Saviour  chosen 
and  appointed  and  the  plan  of  salvation  made 
and  we  sanctioned  it,— Compendium,  p.   288. 

/^X2N  the  Council  of  Heaven  we  under- 
«-^  stood  the  Gospel.  The  Lord's 
purposes  and  ours  were  identical.  We 
understood  that  we  should  have  our 
agency  to  excercise  as  we  willed  to  do, 
having  placed  before  us  good  and  evil, 
and  that  in  the  end  of  life  we  should 
receive  of  salvation  according  to  merit. 
We  came  here  gladly,  as  it  was  the  only 
way  in  which  to  clothe  our  spirit  bodies 
with  tabernacles  of  flesh  and  to  form 
eternal  relationships  necessary  to  our 
exaltation.  We  understood  that  we  were 
to  work  out  our  salvation  according  to 
the  plan  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  recollection  of  the  former  life  is 
withheld  from  us  and  we  are  required  to 
live  by  faith  and  acquired  knowledge. 
So  much  of  our  time  is  required  to  pro- 
vide the  necessities  of  life  that  we  are 
prone  to  place  the  secular  or  material 
things  of  life  before  the  spiritual,  not- 
withstanding our  religious  education 
teaches  us  to  do  otherwise.  The  Sav- 
iour's teachings  on  this  point  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His 
righteousness  and  all  these  things  shall  be 
added  unto  you. — Matthew  6    :  33. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourselves  treasures  upon 
earth,  where  moth  and  rust  doth  corrupt, 
and  where  theives  break  through  and  steal, 
but  lay  up  for  yourselves  treasures  in 
heaven.— Matthew  6   :  19,  20. 

We  did  not  come  to  earth  to  acquire 
the  wealth  of  this  world.  These  things 
in  life  are  intended  to  be  but  a  means  to 
a  nobler  end,  that  of  preparing  for  the 
life  to  come,   which   is  everlasting. 

We  will  go  down,  for  there  is  space  there, 
and  we  will  take  of  these  materials  and  we 
will  make  an  earth  wheieon  these  may

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*' Prophetic  History  of  the  Jews"

HE  days  shall  coine  upnDn  thee, 
that  thine  enemies  shall  cast  a 
trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee 
round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  every  side, 
and  shall  lay  thee  even  with  the  ground, 
and  thy  children  within  thee ;  and  they 
shall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  upon 
another."  (Luke  19:  43-44)  So  said 
Jesus,  as  riding  a  colt  down  the  leafy 
slope  of  Olivet,  he  looked  through  his 
dropping  tears  upon  Jerusalem.  His 
gaze  could  trace  every  turret  and  winding 
of  the  three  walls  which  enclosed  the  city. 

The  aspect  of  the  city  had  changed  but 
little  when,  thirty-seven  years  later,  the 
Roman  Eagles  gathered  round  their  prey. 
But  during  these  years  the  Jews,  as  if 
maddened  by  the  sacred  blood  for  which 
they  had  thirsted  so  fiercely,  had  been 
plunged  deeper  and  deeper  into  sin  and 
wretchedness. 

At  last,  goaded  by  outrage  and  insult, 
they  had  risen  against  their  Roman  mas- 
ters; and  the  great  Vespasian,  a  general 
trained  in  wars,  had  been  sent  by  Nero  to 
tame  their  stubborn  pride.  Moving  with 
his  legions  from  Antioch  to  Ptolemais, 
he  was  there  joined  by  his  son  Titus, 
who  brought  forces  from  Egypt.  Galilee 
and  Perea  were  subdued  with  some 
trouble  and  delay ;  and  the  conqueror, 
having  drawn  a  circle  of  forts  round  Jeru- 
salem, was  at  Caesarea,  preparing  for  the 
last  great  blow,  when  he  heard  of  the 
news  of  Nero's  death.  The  murder  of 
Galba,  the  suicide  of  Otho,  and  the  seizure 
of  Rome  by  the  glutton  Vitellius  and  his 
plundering  soldiers,  followed  in  quick 
succession.  The  army  in  Palestine  then 
proclaimed  Vespasian  emp>eror.  He  has- 
tened to  secure  Alexanderia,  the  second 
city  in  the  empire ;  and  having  heard  while 
there  that  Vitellius  was  dead,  and  that 
the  people  of  Rome  were  holding  feasts 
in  his  own  honour,  he  set  out  for  Italy. 
So  the  seige  of  Jerusalem  was  left  to 
Titus. 

The  seige  lasted  134  days,  during  which 
1,110,000  Jews  perished  and  97,000  were 
taken  captive.  Some  were  kept  to  grace 
the  Romati  triumph ;  some  were  sent  to 


toil  in  the  mines  in  Egypt ;  some  fought 
in  provincial  theatres  with  gladiators  and 
wild  beasts ;  those  under  seventeen  were 
sold  as  slaves.  During  the  seige,  famine 
manifested  itself,  as  if  in  conspiracy,  in 
decimating  the  stricken  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem.  Mothers  were  snatching  the 
morsels  from  their  children's  lips.  Rob- 
bers broke  open  every  shut  door  in  search 
of  food,  and  tortured  most  horribly  all 
who  were  thought  to  have  a  hidden  store. 
Gaunt  men,  who  had  crept  beyond  the 
walls  by  night  to  gather  a  few  wild  herbs, 
were  often  robbed  by  these  wretches  of 
the  poor  handful  of  green  leaves  for  which 
they  had  risked  their  lives.  Yet,  in  spite 
of  this,  the  starving  people  went  out  into 
the  woods  and  valleys  in  such  great  num- 
bers that  the  Romans  caught  them  at  the 
rate  of  500  a  day,  and  crucified  them 
before  the  walls,  until  there  was  no  more 
room  to  plant,  and  no  more  wood  to  make 
another  cross.  What  a  fearful  retribu- 
tion for  that  mad  cry,  uttered  some  seven 
and  thirty  years  before,  at  Pilate's  judg- 
ment seat:  "  His  blood  be  on  us  and  on 
our  children." 

Another  chapter  here  commences  with 
the  migration  of  the  remnant  of  escaping 
Jews  criss-cross  around  Europe  and  the 
Mediterranean  ;  Babylon  and  Rome  later 
becoming  the  centre  of  Jewish  traders ; 
the  former,  which  became  the  seat  of 
Jewish  learning,  having  been  smitten  by 
famine  in  the  year  1,000  forced  the  Jews 
and  other  inhabitants  to  flee. 

Spain,  which  was  at  that  time  under 
Mohammedan  rule,  became  a  haven  of 
rest  and  refuge  for  the  stricken  Jews. 

In  the  year  1096  when  the  Crusaders 
marched  across  the  Rhineland,  Jews  were 
slaughtered  as  they  went.  In  the  year 
1290  England  took  a  hand  in  expvelling 
the  Jews. 

In  1348  when  the  "  Black  Death  " 
swept  Europe,  the  Jews  were  massacred 
for  it ;  Poland  offering  them  the  hand  of 
friendship,  with  the  reservation  that  they 
do  not  own  land  or  join  guilds.  Instead 
of  being  farmers,  they  became  merchants

differ  from  other  Christian  de- 
nominations? These 
are  some  of  the 
questions  I  have 
been  asked  as  a 
missionary  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  In  relation 
to  what  we  believe 
I  will  endeavour  to 
elaborate  somewhat 
on  what  we  know 
as  the  Articles  of  Faith  ;  the  answer  given 
to  this  question  by  the  first  leader  of  our 
present-day  organization. 

We  believe  in  God  the  Eternal  Father, 
His  Son  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  Holy 
Ghost.  And  that  these  three  are 
separate  individuals,  physically  distinct 
from  one  another.  We  believe  that  the 
oneness  of  the  God  Head  to  which  the 
scriptures  so  abundantly  testify,  implies 
no  mystical  union  of  substance,  nor  any 
unnatural  and  therefore  impossibe  blend- 
ing of  personality. 

We  believe  that  through  the  atoning 
sacrifice  of  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  all 
mankind  are  exempt  from  the  penalty  of 
the  fall  of  Adam. 

We  believe  that  each  individual  is  given 
his  own  free  agency  through  which  he 
may  choose  good  or  evil.  That  we  are 
held  accountable  for  our  own  sins  and  that 
forgiveness  for  them  is  conditioned  on 
individual  compliance  with  prescribed 
requirements — "  obedience  to  the  laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel." 

We  believe  in  Baptism  b\  immersion 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  men  endowed  with  the  holy 
priesthood. 

W^e  believe  that  through  our  Saviour 
the  curse  of  Adam  is  taken  from  all 
infants  who  die  before  they  reach  the  age 
of  accountability,  and  t'.iat  until  they  do 
reach  that  age  baptism  is  neither  requisite 
nor  proper  in  their  behalf. 

We  believe  in  the  pre-existence ;   that 


we  existed  as  organized  intelligences  and 
exercised  our  free  agency  during  that 
primeval  stage  prior  to  this  earthly  proba- 
tion. We  believe  in  the  present  existence 
as  the  second  stage  of  our  progression  in 
which  we  are  privileged  to  prove  ourselves 
worthy  of  being  added  upon  in  the  next 
estate,  or  future  existence. 

W^e  believe  that  the  future  estate  does 
not  consist  of  merely  a  heaven  and  hell 
but  that  there  are  many  degrees  and 
gradations  of  exaltation.  That  life  does 
not  stay  in  a  dormant  state,  but  that  it 
continues  to  progress  in  its  likeness  to  the 
God  it  serves. 

We  believe  that  the  glory  of  God  is  in- 
telligence ;  that  salvation  is  not  a  sudden 
transition  from  one  .spiritual  state  to 
another,  but  is  attained  through  our  in- 
dividual efforts  to  learn  of  and  obey  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

We  believe  that  the  House  of  the  Lord 
is  a  house  of  order  and  that  he  has  insti- 
tuted the  plan  of  the  priesthood  that  we 
may  serve  him  in  things  both  temporal 
and  spiritual  decently  and  in  an  orderly 
manner.  The   .Aaronic    Priesthood   for 

temporal  affairs  and  the  Melchizedek 
Priesthood  for  spiritual  affairs. 

We  believe  that  God's  justice  will  allow- 
no  soul  to  be  condemned  under  any  law 
that  has  not  been  made  known  to  him. 

We  believe  that  no  soul  be  kept  in 
prison  or  continue  in  torment  beyond  the 
time  requisite  to  work  the  needed 
reformation  and  to  vindicate  justice. 
Therefore  we  believe  that  the  Gospel  is 
being  promulgated  in  the  spirit  world  and 
that  eventually  all  mankind  will  have  the 
opportunity  of  hearing  and  accepting  of 
its  saving  principals. 

We  believe  that  there  are  God-given 
scientific  laws  for  everything  pertaining 
to  the  great  plan  of  eternal  progression 
and  that  Ijv  obedience  to  each  law,  man 
will  receixe  a  blessing  and  that  by  dis- 
obedience to  it  he  will  suffer  as  a  law 
breaker  ;  that  the  gaining  of  knowledge, 
and  intelligent  living,  according  to  God's 
laws,  under  which  we  were  created, 
brings  us  blessings  which  further  oirr

Because  he  never  knew 

when  he  might  suddenly  have  to  flee,  the 

Jew   kept  his   wealth   in   cash  or  negoti- 

ables ;   he   became   a   financier ;   a   mone}' 

lender. 

In  1391,  50,000  Jews  were  massacred 
in  Spain. 

France  expelled  the  Jews  in  1394. 

The  year  149*21  saw  the  banishment  of 
the  Jews  from  Spain  by  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella.  The  Sephardic  or  Spanish  Jews 
eventually  migrated  to  the  new  world. 
Meanwhile  the  Jews  in  Europe  were  un- 
happy. 

The  hand  of  the  Lord  appears  to  have 
softened  towards  the  Jews  in  France  at 
the  beginning  of  the  19th  century  where 
they   were  given   political   emancipation. 

In  1881,  however,  the  Russians,  not  to 
be  left  out  of  the  campaign  of  hatred, 
slaughtered  thousands  of  Jews  whilst 
millions  were  beggared. 

Between  the  vears  1881  and  1920,  more 
than  1,000,000' Jews  fled  to  the  United 
States  of  America,  where  at  the  present 
the  Jewish  Population  now  exceeds 
4,000,000. 

From  1933  to  1935,  135,000  Jews,  of 
which  15,000  went  to  America,  left  Nazi 
Germany.  By  1938,  this  number  was 
increased  to  365,000.  The  fate  of  the 
200,000  Jews  in  Austria  that  was,  is  still 
in  the  melting  p>ot ;  their  appalling  condi- 
tion being  too  fresh  in  the  minds  of  rea- 
ders to  need  dwelling  on  or   reiterating. 

Going  back  to  the  time  of  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Gospel  in  the  last  century,  we 
find  a  most  momentous  event  connecting 
Jewish  history  with  Mormonism,  namely ; 
the  ordination  of  a  Jew,  Orson  Hvde,  to 
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the  Priesthood  in  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints ;  and  of  his 
mission  ten  years  later,  1841,  to  the  laiui 
of  his  forefathers  to  there  dedicate  that 
land  for  the  return  of  the  Jews  in  these 
last  days. 

Elder  Hyde's  prayer  of  dedication  on 
the  Mount  of  Olives  on  the  Sabbath 
morning  of  October  24th,  1841,  which  is 
hereunder  written,  required  no  comment 
since  the  fulfilment  thereof  is  shaping  : 
' '  Grant  therefor  O  Lord,  in  the  namt 
of  Thy  well  beloved  Son,  Jesus  Christ, 
to  remove  the  barrenness  and  sterilit) 
of  this  land,  let  springs  of  living  water 
break  forth  to  water  its  thirsty  soil. 
Let  the  vine  and  the  olive  produce  in 
their  strength,  and  the  fig  tree  bloom 
and  flourish.  Let  the  land  bacome 
abundantly  fruitful  and  possessed  by 
its  righful  heirs,  let  it  again  flow  with 
plenty,  to  feed  the  returning  prodigals 
who  come  home  with  a  spirit  of  grace 
and  supplication.  Upon  it  let  the 
clouds  distill  virtue  and  richness,  and 
let  the  fields  smile  with  plenty.  Let 
the  herds  and  the  flocks  greatly  increase 
and  multiply  upon  the  mountains  and 
the  hills,  and  let  Thy  great  kindness 
conquer  and  subdue  the  unbelief  of  Th} 
people.  Do  Thou  take  from  them 
their  stony  heart,  and  gi\e  them  a  nearl 
of  flesh  ;  and  may  the  sun  of  Thy  favour 
dispel  the  cold  mists  of  darkness  which 
have  beclouded  their  atmosphere.  In- 
cline them  to  gather  in  upKJn  this  land 
according  to  Thy  word.  Let  them 
come  like  clouds  and  like  doves  to  their 
windows.  Let  the  large  ships  of  the 
nations  bring  them  from  the  distant 
isles,  and  let  Kings  become  their  nurs- 
ing fathers,  and  Queens  with  Motherl\ 
fondness  wipe  the  tear  of  sorrow  from 
their  eyes."

exists  to-day  and  that  it  is  he  who  seeks 
to  hinder  mankind  in  good  efforts  by 
tempting  him  to  do  wrong. 

We  believe  that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  the  everlasting  Gospel,  and  that 
the  Church  organization  founded  on  its 
principles,  laws  and  ordinances,  must  ever 
be  the  same;  that  the  offices  of  the  primi- 
tive church  consisting  of  apostles,  pro- 
phets, evangelists,  pastors,  high  priests, 
seventies,  elders,  bishops,  priests, 
teachers  and  deacons,  should  exist  in 
Christ's  Church  to-day  and  that  the 
officers  in  these  oflfices  are  to  be  set  apart 
by  authority  of  the   Priesthood. 

We  believe  the  Bible  to  be  the  word  of 
God,  but  announce  a  reservation  in  the 
case  of  erroneous  translation,  which  ma}' 
occur  as  a  result  of  human  incapacity. 
We  also  believe  the  Book  of  Mormon  io 
be  the  word  of  God  as  was  written  by  the 
inspired  writers  of  that  pvortion  of  the 
House  of  Israel  known  as  the  tribe  of 
Joseph,  and  translated  by  Joseph  Smith 
through  the  gift  and  power  of  God. 

We  believe  all  that  God  has  revealed 
and  that  he  will  yet  reveal  through  his 
Tiuthorized  ministers  many  great  and 
important  things  pertaining  to  his 
kingdom. 

Our  beliefs  do  not  contradict  truths 
taught  in  other  Church  organizations,  but 
is  an  enlargement  upon  them  revealing 
more  truths  and  throwing  the  light  oi" 
understanding  up>on  many  puzzling 
problems  which  others  do  not  understand. 

"  W^e  believe  in  being  honest,  true, 
chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous,  and  in 
doing  good  to  all  meh — If  there  is  any- 
thing virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good  report 
or  praiseworthy,  we  seek  after  these 
things."  And  in  this  light  we  believe 
that  the  understanding  of  truths  we  now 
have  is  only  a  small  portion  compared  to 
that  which  we  may  obtain  if  we  live 
according  to  all  we  have  and  walk  stead - 
fastlv  before  the  Lord.

dured  many  tilings  and  hope  tu  be  able  t<j 
endure  all  tliingis.  if  there  is  anything  vir- 
tuous, lovely,  or  ot  good  report,  or  praise- 
worthy, we  seek  after  these  things.— Articles 
of  Faith,   No.   13. 

But  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to  please 
him ;  for  he  that  cometii  to  God  must  be- 
lieve that  he  is  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder 
of  them  that  diligently  seek  him. — Hebrews 
11    :    6. 

Faith  is  the  hi^st  principle  of  revealed 
religion,  the  foundation  of  all  righteousness, 
the  moving  cause  of  all  action. — Lectures  on 
Faith  1    :  1-3. 

The  faith  of  all  intelligent  beings  is 
centered  in  God,  and  to  ha\e  a  living, 
active  faith,  such  as  will  lead  us  to  wor- 
ship and  serve  God,  we  must  have  a  cor- 
rect conception  of  Him,  His  personality 
and  attributes  and  the  relationship  we 
sustain  to  Him. 

He  has  revealed  Himself  and  His  Son, 
Jesus  Christ,  unto  us  and  to  the  world 
through  Joseph  Smith,  whom  He  raised 
up  to  become  the  mighty  prophet  of  the 
last  days,  the  dispensation  of  the  fulness 
o:f  times. 

This  new  revelation  of  God,  was  and 
is  the  world's  greatest  need,  and  to  make 
known  to  the  world  this  greatest  of  all 
revelations  or  visions  is  one  of  the  most 
important  responsibilities  we  have  as 
members  of  the  Church,  in  connection 
with  all  the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  standards  of  life  are  of  the  high- 
est possible  type.  We  believe  that  as 
man  is,  God  once  was,  and  that  as  God 
is,  man  may  become. 

Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your 
Father  which  is  in  Heaven  is  perfect. — 
Matthew  5    :  48. 

Let  this  mind  bei  in  you,  which  was  also 
in  Christ  Jesus :  who,  being  in  the  form  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbei-y  to  be  equal 
with  God. — Philippians  2    :   5,   6. 

We  do  not  claim  or  pretend  to  be  per- 
fect, either  as  a  j>eople  or  as  Individuals, 
but  we  are  trying  to  live  by  the  perfect 
law  of  the  Gospel,  which  teaches  that  we 
should  love  the  Lord  witli  all  our  hearts, 
and  our  neigbours  as  ourselves,  to 
love  even  our  enemies  and  to  bless 
them  that  curse  us,  to  do  good  to  them 
that  hate  us,  and  pray  for  them  that  de- 
spitefully  use  us  and  persecute  us.  These 
are  the  standards  of  life  by  which  our 
Saviour  lived  while  in  the  flesh  and  which 
made  Him  what  He  was  and  is,  enthroned 


in  glory  at  the  right  hand  ol  the  Father. 
They  are  intended  to  make  us  like  Him 
and  to  save  us  with  Him  in  our  Father's 
Kingdom. 

Investigators  should  be  able  to  difle- 
rentiate  between  the  actions  of  men,  who 
are  mortal  and  fallible,  and  the  perfect 
law  of  the  Gospel  which  they  are  trying 
to  live. 

Some  of  the  principles  of  the  Gospel, 
the  acceptance  of  which  is  necessary  to 
man's  salvation,  are:  A  belief  in  the 
existence,  personality,  and  power  of  God, 
the  Eternal  Father,  with  all  His  other 
attributes  and  qualities  which  make  Him 
a  glorified  and  exalted  being,  as  He  ap- 
peared to  Joseph  Smith  in  the  beginning 
of  this  Gospel  dispensation.  A  belief  in 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  Son  of  God,  the  Sav- 
iour of  the  world,  and  in  the  efficacy  of 
His  atonement  to  redeem  mankind  from 
the  eftects  of  the  Fall  and  from  individual 
sins  by  obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  Gospel.  A  belief  in  and 
acceptance  of  the  principle  and  ordinance 
of  baptism  for  the  remission  of  sins  and 
the  fulfilment  of  the  law;  and  of  the  lay- 
ing on  of  hands  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  A  belief  in  the  authority  of  the 
Holy  Priesthood  in  administering  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel  under  proper 
direction. 

Repentance  is  the  natural  fruit  of  faith. 
If  our  faith  is  of  the  right  kind,  we  will 
repent  of  our  sins.  Repentance  is  to 
have  a  recognition  of  one's  sins,  a  sincere 
sorrow  for  sins  committed,  and  a  reso- 
lute determination  to  sin  no  more.  Re- 
pentance involves  the  making  right  all 
wrongs  done  to  others,  so  far  as  possible, 
and  the  forgiving  of  others  who  have 
wronged  us.  Sins  which  have  been  re- 
pented  of   are   washed   away   in  baptism. 

Then  Peter  said  \into  them :  Repent  and 
be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.— Acts  2   :  38. 

Sins  not  repented  of  constitute  wicked- 
ness  and   rebellion. 

And  the  rebellious  shall  be  pierced  with 
mucli  sorrow,  for  their  iniquities  shall  be 
spoken  upon  the  housetop<s,  and  their  secret 
acts  shall  be  revealed. — Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants 1    :  3. 

Sin  is  a  burden  to  the  soul.  The  Sav- 
iour  invites   all   men   to  come   unto  "Hirri 
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by  repentance  and  be  relieved  of  that  bur- 
den. 

Come  now  and  let  us  i-eason  together, 
saith  the  Lord ;  though  your  sins  be  as 
scarlet  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow ; 
though  they  be  red  like  crimson  they  shall 
be  as  wool. — ^Isaiah  1    :  18. 

This    is   accomplished    through   rep>ent- 

ance.     Repentance  and  obedience  go  hand 

in  hand,   and  both  are  made  effective  for 

man's    salvation    through    the    atonement 

of  Jesus  Christ. 

We  believe  that  through  the  atonement 
of  Christ  all  mankind  may  be  saved  by 
obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel. 

We  believe  that  the  tirst  principles  and 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel  are :  tirst,  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesuis  Christ ;  second,  repentance ; 
third,  baptism  by  immersion  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins ;  fourtli,  the  laying  on  of  hands 
for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. — Articles  of 
Faith,  3rd  and  4th. 

Other  ordinances  necessary  to  man's 
salvation  are :  endowments,  Priesthood, 
sealing  of  husbands  and  wives,  and  of 
children  to  parents,  eternity  of  the  marri- 
age covenant. 

In  Church  service  we  are  to  answer 
every  call  that  is  made  upon  us  by  the 
men  who  preside  over  us. 

Whether  by  my  own  voice  or  the  voice 
of  my  servants  it  is  the  same.  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  138. 

For  his  word  ye  shall  receive  as  if  from 
mine  own  mouth. — Doctrine  and  Covenants 
21    :  5. 

When    we    finish    our    labours    here   on 

earth    we   shall   have   no   further   need   of 

accumulated    wealth,    but    we    shall    take 

with   us  to  the  other  side  that  which  we 

have   learned    by    our    study    and    by    the 

experiences   we    have    had    in   life.        We 

expect    also    to    ha\e    restored    to    us   the 

knowledge  we  had  before  coming  to  earth, 

through   faithfulness   to   the   end. 

We  shall  live  more  in  the  knowledge 
and  love  of  God.  More  of  our  thoughts 
and  energies  should  be  given  to  spiritual 
things,  values  which  are  enduring.  We 
should  think  right  and  act  right,  and  do 
gootl. 

We  are 'indebted  to  God  and  to  man 
for  the  products  of  man's  inventive 
genius.  God  glories  in  the  salvation  of 
man,  and  the  greatest  service  in  our 
power   to  render  to  God  and  to  man  in 


payment  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  we  owe 
to  them  is  to  assist  the  Lord  in  the  saving 
of  souls.  The  Church  is  organized  that 
we  might  in  an  orderly  way  accomplish 
the  work  and  purposes  of  the  Lord  in  the 
saving  of  souls. 

We  are  here  on  earth  to  work  out  our 
salvation  in  fear  and  trembling  before  the 
Lord,  according  to  the  plan  of  the  Gospel 
instituted  in  the  Councils  in  Heaven  be- 
fore the  world  was,  as  contained  in  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  set  forth  in 
the  Holy  Scriptures. 

If  we  would  make  it  our  business  to 
serve  the  Lord,  we  should  prepare  to  en- 
gage in  His  mmistry  at  home  or  abroad 
wherever  our  services  might  be  needed, 
as  indicated  by  those  who  are  in  charge 
of  the  work  and  who  are  called  to  preside.
